JUNIPFRUS  C0M!iUNIS  G/^NADEMSIS,  Prostrate  Juniper. 
This  low- spreading  Juniper,  with  its  long  trailing 
branches  of  dark  green,  is  very  popular  for  its 
landscape  effect . 

JUNIPFRUS  OOmrJNIS  MONTANA  (NANA),  Mountain  Juniper. 
Forming  broad  patches  of  spreading  compact  growth. 

JUNIPERUS  SCQPULORUM,  Colorado  Juniper.  A  tall- 
growing  variety,  with  glaucous  or  yellowish-green 
foliage.  Seed  is  collected  in  the  Rocky  Mountains. 


JUNIPFRUS  VIRGINIANA,  Red  Cedar.  Tall  and  slender, 
giving  the  same  effect  as  the  Italian  Cypress,  it 
is  one  of  the  most  popular  Junipers.  It  is  also 
used  as  a  stock  plant  and  is  useful  for  forestry 
planting,  for  fence  posts,  and  pencil  making.
